ARTICLES   OF  THE  WARRANT   AND  ACTION 
THE  TOWN  UNDER  EACH  ARTICLE. 


Town  Meeting,  April  5,  1897,  at  iq  0  clock  A.  M. 


Article  i. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  govern  said 
meeting. 

Voted  and  chose  T.  E.  Flarity,  Moderator. 

On  motion  of  W.  O.  Taylor  voted  to  take  up  Article  20. 

Art.  20. — To  accept  of  the  reports  of  the  town  officers 
and  committees. 

Each  report  was  taken  up  and  accepted. 

On  motion,  voted  that  Article  7  be  made  the  special  order  of 
business  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

Art.  2. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and  com- 
mittee for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  of  W.  O.  Taylor,  voted  that  the  Moderator  be 
directed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  receive  for  distribution  all  ballots  offered  to  them  for  candi- 
dates to  be  voted  for  at  this  meeting,  this  committee  to  be  located 
in  some  convenient  place  in  the  hall,  and  to  furnish  ballots  to 
voters  on  application. 

The  chair  appointed  Clarence  Stickney,  Melvin  Davis  and 
Waldo  Spaulding  as  said  committee. 
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Voted  and  chose  E.  A.  Blood,  Town  Clerk. 

Voted  to  take  a  recess  of  one  hour  for  dinner. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  i 
o'clock  and  twenty  minutes. 

The  Moderator  appointed  E.  C.  Tuttle,  E.  A.  Craig  and  E. 
W.  Seaver  as  tellers,  to  assist  in  checking  the  voting  list  and 
assorting  and  counting  the  ballots. 

Voted  and  chose  R.  B.  Adams,  W.  Z.  Sherwin  and  A.  K. 
Tyler,  Selectmen. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  morning,  Article  7  was 
now  taken  up. 

Art.  7. — To  decide  whether  the  town  will  license  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Voted  not  to  license  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  Yes  had 
9  votes ;  No  had  136  votes. 

Returned  to  Article  2. 

Voted  the  chair  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  receive  pro- 
posals for  the  collection  of  taxes.  Chair  appointed  Oliver 
Proctor,  A.  F.  Stickney  and  H.  B.  Hildreth. 

Voted  and  chose  C.  F.  Josselyn,  Town  Treasurer. 

Voted  and  chose  H.  B.  Hildreth,  E.  C.  Tuttle  and  G.  A. 
Wilder,  School  Committee. 

Voted  and  chose  Michael  O'Brien,  First  Constable. 

Voted  and  chose  F.  A.  Patch,  Second  Constable. 

Voted  and  chose  F.  J.  Knight,  Third  Constable. 

The  committee  heretofore  apf)ointed,  reported  that  A.  S. 
Howard  would  collect  taxes  for  one  per  cent. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  derk  cast  one  ballot  for  A.  S. 
Howard,  collector  of  taxes,  and  he  was  declared  elected. 

For  Auditors,  it  was  moved  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Henry 
A.  Hill,  Waldo  Spaulding  and  E.  W.  Seaver.  No  objection  be- 
ing raised,  the  ballot  was  cast,  and  they  were  declared  elected. 

Voted  and  chose  J.  L.  Farrar,  Sexton  for  Townsend  Centre. 

Voted  and  chose  C.  E.  Patch,  Sexton  for  West  Townsend. 

For  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years,  by  unani- 
mous consent  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  E.  R.  Kilbourn,  and 
he  was  elected. 
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For  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years,  the  clerk  cast 
one  ballot  and  E.  C.  Tuttle  was  elected. 

On  motion  of  A.  H.  Rice,  voted  to  elect  three  road  commis- 
sioners. 

It  being  ascertained  that  the  town  could  not  elect  road  com- 
missioners, the  vote  was  reconsidered,  and  the  motion  voted 
down. 

Mr.  Rice  then  moved,  and  it  was  voted  to  choose  three  High- 
way Surveyors. 

Voted  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  letire  and  bring 
in  the  names  of  three  persons  for  Highway  Surveyors. 

The  chair  appointed  A.  H.  Rice,  G.  F.  Lawton,  W.  O.  Taylor. 
J.  F.  Thompson  and  Waldo  Spaulding. 

Voted  that  Field  Drivers  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

For  Weighers  of  Merchandise,  chose  W.  M.  Lawrence,  L.  C. 
Jefts,  E.  F.  Spaulding,  J.  W.  Eastman,  H.  F.  Finegan,  Lawrence 
Morgan. 

For  Cullers  of  Hoops  and  Staves,  chose  Silas  Lawrence,  A.  F. 
Stickney,  T.  J.  J.  Harvey. 

For  Fence  Viewers,  chose  H.  H.  Jennerson,  E.  A.  Craig, 
Joel  Cook. 

For  Surveyors  of  Wood,  Bark  and  Lumber,  chose  A.  F. 
Stickney,  B.  H.  Savage,  B.  F.  Warren,  E.  F.  Spaulding,  W.  M. 
Lawrence,  Silas  Lawrence. 

Voted  not  to  choose  any  Assessors  or  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

The  committee  appointed,  reported  the  names  of  Jerry 
Donovan,  E.  E.  Campbell  and  C.  M.  Proctor  for  Highway 
Surveyors. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  clerk  cast  a  ballot  for  the  three 
named,  and  they  were  elected. 

Art.  3. — To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  main- 
tenance of  highways,  bridges  and  breaking  snow  paths; 
support  of  poor,  town  officers,  elected  and  appointed  ;  gen- 
eral expenses,  Memorial  hall,  military  aid,  watering  trough 
at  Harbor,  Memorial  hall  and  state  road  notes  to  be  can- 
celled 1897,  interest  on  memorial  hall  and  state  road  notes, 
interest  on  money  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  insur- 
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ance,  village  improvements,  Memorial  day,  superintendent 
of  schools,  school  teachers,  school  incidentals,  firemen  of 
fire  department  at  Center  and  West  Townsend,  teams  for 
fires,  fire  department  incidentals,  hose  for  fire  department, 
printing  town  reports;  say  how  much  and  how  the  same 
shall  be  expended,  or  act  in  any  relation  thereto.

Art.  4.— To  decide  if  the  money  refunded  to  the  town 
on  account  of  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for  the  public 
library  or  for  schools. 

Voted  the  money  be  used  for  the  library. 
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Art.  5.-Toauthorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to  borrowsuch 
sums  of  money  m  anticipation  of  taxes  as  shall  be  found 
necessary  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  year  or 
take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  mo.ey 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


Art.  6.--T0  direct  the  Tax  Collector  to  charge  interest 
upon  all  taxes  not  paid  at  a  specified  time,  or  act  in  any 
way  in  relation  thereto. 


A  motion  was  made  to  charge  seven  per  cent,  the  same  as 
last  year ;  this  motion  was  voted  down. 

Voted  to  charge  six  per  cent,  on  all  taxes  not  paid  on  or 
before  Dec.  i,  1897. 

Art.  8.— To  choose  a  committee  to  act  with  the  Select- 
men in  the  suppression  of  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Chose  E.  R.  Kilbourn,  W.  D.  Hinds,  T.  E.  Flarity,  Clarence 
Stickney,  F.  A.  Patch,  E.  F.  Spaulding,  H.  N.  Spaulding. 

Art.  9.— By  request,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give 
the  Congregational  Church  in  Townsend  the  privilege  of 
putting  in  a  drawer  in  the  upper  vault  in  Memorial  Hall 
building  for  the  better  preservation  of  their  early  records, 
provided  that  said  church  be  at  the  expense  of  putting  in 
said  drawer,  and,  provided  further,  that  no  one  shall  have 
access  to  said  vault  except  in  the  presence  of,  or  with  the 
consent  of  the  Selectmen. 

A.  D.  Fessenden  moved  an  amendment,  by  adding  after  the 
word  "Selectmen  "  the  words  "or  Town  Clerk."  The  amend- 
ment was  adopted. 

Then  voted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  article. 

Art.  10. — -By  request,  to  see  if  the  town  will  raise  $400, 
to  be  used  in  breaking  snow  paths  and  lighting  the  streets 
of  the  three  villages  of  the  town,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
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Voted  to  raise  $350,  and  the  same  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Constables. 

Art.  II. — By  request,  to  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  the 
names  of  streets  and  roads  of  the  town  as  submitted  by  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

Oliver  Proctor  moved  that  the  name  of  the  road  called  the 
"  Caper  Corner  "  road  be  changed  and  be  known  as  the  "  War- 
ren "  road.  Voted.  A.  F.  Stickney  moved  that  the  name 
spelled  E-m-o-r-y  be  changed  and  spelled  E-m-e-r-y.  Voted. 
Also,  that  the  name  Wilson  Brook  be  changed  to  Hathorn 
Brook.  Voted.  Also,  that  roads  known  as  the  Wyman  Road, 
the  Pearl  Hill  Road,  the  Stevens  Road  and  the  Bulliss  Road 
be  placed  on  the  plan.  Voted. 

The  names  of  the  streets  and  roads  presented  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  were  adopted  as  amended. 

Act. .  1 2. — By  request,  to  determine  if  the  town  will  choose 
a  committee  whose  duty  shall  be  to  provide  a  suitable  reposi- 
tory for  the  records  of  the  town,  said  repository  to  be  a  fix- 
ture in  the  upper  town  vault,  and  place  the  town  records 
therein  or  act  thereon.  Also,  to  authorize  or  direct  said 
committee  to  gather  all  books,  plans  of  roads  and  other 
papers  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  place  such  books  in 
the  Public  Library,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  furnish  such 
other  provisions  as  it  deems  the  interest  of  the  town  de- 
mands, or  act  thereon. 

'Voted  the  Trustees  of  the  PubKc  Library  be  a  committee  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  article,  and  report  their  doings 
to  the  town  at  some  future  meeting. 

Art.  13. — By  request,  to  decide  if  the  town  will  grant  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  the  use  of  the  iron  safe,  now 
in  what  was  the  Selectmen's  room  in  Engine  building. 

Voted  to  grant  to  said  Trustees  the  use  of  said  safe. 

Art.  14. — By  request,  to  hear  report  of  committee  chosen 
under  Article  7  in  town  affairs,  Nov,  3,  1896. 
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Mr  Oliver  Proctor,  the  committee,  reported  that  he  had 
secured  the  early  records  of  infant  baptisms,  and  had  placed 
the  same  in  the  town  vault.    Voted  to  accept  the  report. 

Art.  15.— By  request,  to  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  design  for  a  town  seal,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

Chose  R.  A.  Lancey,  E.  C.  Tuttle  and  C.  F.  Worcester  as 
such  committee. 

Art.  16.— To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  from  Mrs.  Or. 
Miles  Spaulding  of  Groton,  widow  of  Dr.  Miles  Spaulding^ 
formerly  of  Townsend,  the  sum  of  $100,  and  apply  the  in- 
come of  the  same  perpetually  to  the  care  of  his  lot  No.  42, 
on  the  east  side  of  Avenue  2,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

On  motion  of  A.  D.  Fessenden,  voted  that  the  town  accept 
from  Mrs.  Dr.  Miles  Spaulding,  as  agent  of  the  late  Dr.  Miles 
Spaulding  of  Groton,  the  sum  of  $100,  and  apply  the  income  of 
the  same  perpetually  to  the  care  of  the  whole  of  lot  No.  42,  on 
the  east  side  of  Avenue  2  in  the  cemetery  in  Townsend,  the 
ownership  of  the  westerly  half  of  said  lot  now  standing  upon 
the  records  and  plans  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  in  the 
name  of  Dr.  Miles  Spaulding,  and  the  easterly  half  in  the  name 
of  Mrs.  Lucy  Ball  of  Townsend,  sister  of  the  above  named 
Spaulding. 

Art.  17. — To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  from  James 
Gillis  the  sum  of  ^150,  for  the  perpetual  care  of  his  lot  in 
cemetery  in  Townsend.

— To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  to  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners  the  privilege  of  using  the  balance  of  unex- 
pended fence  appropriation  for  laying  additional  water  pij)es 
in  cemetery. 

Voted  to  grant  the  privilege  asked  for  in  the  article. 
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Art.  19. — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  in  rela- 
tion to  a  bookcase  for  Selectmen's  room. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Adams  reported  that  a  bookcase  had  been  pur- 
chased at  a  cost  of  $78  and  placed  in  the  Selectmen's  room.

— To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  to  have  the  steam  fire  engine  repaired  or 
exchanged,  and  to  raise  or  borrow  and  appropriate  money  for 
such  purpose,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

On  motion  of  A.  D.  Fessenden,  voted  that  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  act  as  a  committee 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  town's  steam  fire  engine,  with 
power  to  make  contracts  in  behalf  of  the  town  to  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $625  for  that  purpose.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


COMMITTEE  FOR  1897-8.

In  many  respects  the  school  year  just  closed  has  brought 
results  fully  as  gratifying  as  those  of  its  predecessors.  In 
others  there  might  have  been  improvement.  The  disrup- 
tion of  the  former  superintendency  district,  composed  of 
Pepperell,  Townsend  and  Ashby,  by  the  withdrawal  of 
Pepperell,  interfered  somewhat  with  a  satisfactory  adminis- 
tration of  school  affairs  in  Townsend.  The  formation  of 
the  present  district,  composed  of  the  towns  of  Ashby  and 
Townsend,  was  accomplished  after  strenuous  and  persist- 
ent efforts  by  the  School  Committee  to  secure  the  passage 
by  the  Legislature  of  a  special  act  authorizing  the  new 
district. 

In  this  relation  acknowledgments  are  due  Mr.  James 
Lawrence,  of  Groton,  who  then  represented  this  district. 
Without  his  efficient  efforts  the  bill  could  not  have  become 
a  law,  as  the  time  for  the  introduction  of  new  bills  had  long 
passed  when  this  subject  came  up  for  consideration. 

The  failure  of  Townsend  to  promptly  sanction  the  form- 
ation of  the  new  district  will  curtail  its  receipts  from  the 
State  this  year,  on  account  of  District  Superintendents* 
Salary  Fund,  at  least  $75.00,  possibly  more.  Hut  this  will 
not  materially  effect  the  finances  of  this  year,  because  the 
committee  performed  the  duties  of  a  superintendent,  with- 
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out  compensation,  during  the  month  of  September,  when 
we  had  no  superintendent. 

Careful  attention  is  directed  to  the  statistical  table  at- 
tached to  this  report.  A  falling  off  of  twelve  in  the  total  en-, 
rollment  of  pupils  is  noted,  but  the  average  membership 
and  attendance  have  both  improved.  There  is  a  gratifying 
improvement  in  the  number  of  instances  of  tardiness  and 
dismissals,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  but  the 
aggregate  loss  is  still  far  too  great,  while  the  total  loss  by 
reason  of  absences  is  simply  startling.  A  candid,  business- 
like consideration  by  parents  and  taxpayers  is  asked  for  the 
remarks  on  this  subject  by  the  superintendent,  in  his  re- 
port attached  hereto.  Can  we  afford  it?  Can't  we  lessen 
this  wasteful  loss  during  the  year  just  opening? 

Owing  to  the  inequality  of  environment  and  other  vary- 
ing circumstances  attending  the  efforts  ot  individual  pupils 
and  schools,  the  committee  and  the  superintendent  have 
concluded  it  wise  to  discontinue  publishing  names  of  pupils 
neither  absent,  tardy  nor  dismissed  during  the  year.  The 
pupil  residing  a  mile  or  more  from  his  school  house  mani- 
festly labors  under  a  disadvantage  in  contending  with  one 
living  within  a  stone's  throw  of  his  school  room. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  diplomas  were  granted  to 
Ardelle  Mary  Hinds  and  George  Harry  Rowley,  and  a 
post-graduate  diploma  to  Annie  Rebecca  Copeland. 

The  subject  of  teachers'  salaries  has  become  of  para- 
mount importance  in  New  England  school  affairs.  Much 
more  is  required  of  teachers  in  Massachusetts  now  than 
formerly.  It  costs  them  materially  more,  in  time  and 
money,  to  fit  themselves  to  meet  the  added  requirements 
of  the  State  authorities,  consequently  the  State  holds  that 
salaries  should  be  increased  proportionately,  and  is  con- 
stantly legislating  along  that  line.  More  must  be  paid  for 
a  well  qualified  teacher  today  than  was  demanded  even 
three  years  ago.  Therefore  the  small  towns,  while  equally 
desiring  the  best  teachers,  are  often  handicapped  by  com- 
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petition  with  larger,  wealthier  towns  and  cities.  Townsend 
must  continue  to  be  counted  among  the  handicapped  towns, 
unless  its  taxpayers  are  willing  to  increase  the  customary 
appropriation  for  salary  of  teachers.  During  the  last  two 
years  the  committee  has  managed  to  keep  the  graded 
schools  in  session  36  weeks  each  year,  six  weeks  longer 
than  the  law  actually  requires,  and  the  High  School,  40 
weeks,  as  the  law  requires.  This  can't  be  done  in  1898-9 
unless  the  appropriation  for  salaries  is  augmented,  and  the 
graded  schools  must  sustain  the  loss. 

The  retiring  members  of  the  committee,  this  year,  are 
Messrs.  Blood,  Streeter  and  Whitcomb,  whose  successors 
are  to  be  elected  April  4. 

The  administration  of  school  finances  during  the  past 
year,  and  their  condition  at  its  close,  are  set  forth  in  the 
financial  report  of  the  committee  secretary,  which  is  made 
a  part  of  this  report.

REPORT  OF 

SUPERINTENDENT   OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Townsend : 

The  following  report  for  the  school  year  ending  March 
1st,  1898,  is  presented  for  your  consideration. 

The  statistical  matter  herein  contained  has  been  com- 
piled with  much  care  from  the  school  registers,  from  pre- 
vious reports  to  the  town  and  from  the  annual  reports  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  items  immediately  following  relate  to  the  schools 
,as  a  whole  for  four  years,  and  are  inserted  for  comparison 
and  future  reference.  The  details  for  each  school  for  the 
year  just  ended  are  given  in  the  table  annexed  to  this 
report.

My  term  of  service  in  this  district  began  in  October, 
and  has  included  about  one-half  the  school  year.  Results 
of  the  effective  work  of  former  superintendents  were  at 
once  apparent,  and  the  purpose  has  been  to  continue  along 
the  same  lines  and  carry  on  the  work  which  they  began 
with  no  more  modifications  than  seemed  to  be  demanded 
by  changed  conditions  in  the  schools. 

Nine  schools  have  been  in  session.  The  High  school 
has  forty  weeks  in  the  year,  and  the  others  have  thirty-six. 
At  the  Center  there  are  now  three  grades  in  the  Primary 
school,  two  in  the  Intermediate,  and  three  in  the  Grammar. 
At  West  Townsend  there  are  four  grades  in  the  Primary 
and  four  in  the  Grammar.  In  the  other  schools  there  are 
four  grades  at  the  North  Center,  six  at  the  Harbor  and  four 
at  the  North  End  school. 


Teachers. 

Fourteen  different  teachers  have  been  employed  besides 
the  special  teachers  in  music  and  drawing.  Six  taught 
through  the  year  in  the  same  schools.  Two  teachers  are 
graduates  of  normal  schools,  and  six  others  have  had  a 
long  and  successful  experience. 
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Studies. 

This  town  is  fortunate  in  its  High  school.  The  courses 
of  study  are  ample,  the  spirit  is  excellent  and  the  standard 
is  high.  If  this  standard  is  to  be  maintained  there  must 
be  a  corresponding  spirit  and  a  relatively  high  standard  in 
the  lower  grades.  No  pupil  can  successfully  complete  any 
one  of  the  courses  of  the  High  school  without  an  adequate 
preparation  in  the  elementary  studies.  Such  a  preparation 
requires  the  undivided  attention  and  the  closest  application 
of  the  pupil.  It  has  been  well  said  that  the  first  and  chief 
business  of  the  boy  or  girl  during  school  life  is  school. 
Many  things,  excellent  in  themselves  afid  eminently  proper 
in  their  place,  must  be  deferred  during  school  days  until  a 
more  convenient  time. 

It  is  the  aim  to  have  the  work  in  the  outside  schools 
equivalent  to  that  of  the  corresponding  grades  in  the 
Center  schools,  and  to  have  that  instruction  given  in  all  the 
schools  which  shall  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  child- 
ren, such  as  will  fit  them  for  the  high  school,  if  they  choose 
to  enter  it,  or  will  give  them  a  preparation  for  the  ordinary 
business  of  life,  if  they  drop  out  before  reaching  the  high 
school. 

Music  and  drawing  have  been  taught  in  all  the  schools, 
and  attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  special  teachers 
of  these  branches  and  of  the  principal  of  the  High  school 
given  herewith. 

Report  of  High  School. 
The  High  school  records  show  the  whole  number  of 
pupils  in  school  during  the  year  to  be  fifty;  withdrawals 
during  the  year,  seventeen;  graduates  three,  with  the  re- 
turn of  two  for  post  graduate  study ;  present  membership, 
therefore,  thirty-two.-  Of  the  pupils  now  in  school,  three 
are  seniors,  eight  are  juniors,  eight  sophomores,  ten  fresh- 
men, two  post  graduates,  and  there  is  one  special  student. 
In  respect  to  the  courses  pursued,  six  pupils  are  doing  the

work  of  the  classical  course;  eighteen,  that  of  the  com- 
mercial course;  four,  that  of  the  English  course;  three, 
that  of  the  scientific  course;  one  student  is  pursuinc.  a 
special  course.  ^ 

The  aim  underlying  the  school-work  has  been  to  show 
clearly  the  value  of  faithful,  earnest  work  ;  its  value  as  a 
means  of  acquiring,  not  only  knowledge,  but  especially 
habits  of  mental  and  moral  discipline,  which  form  such  an 
important  factor  in  the  building  of  character.  The  point 
emphasized  in  the  mental  training  of  the  school  has  been 
the  development  of  the  ability  to  think  independently, 
clearly,  and  logically,  and  to  express  such  thoughts  in  clear 
and  concise  English.

Report  of  Teacher  of  Music. 

Last  September  I  entered  upon  my  work  in  Townsend 
teaching  music.  One  lesson  was  given  each  week  in  all 
the  schools  except  that  on  Townsend  Hill,  where  only  one 
lesson  a  month  was  given. 

My  visits  in  the  different  schools  have  been  very  plea- 
sant. Teachers  and  pupils  have  taken  up  the  study  with 
much  interest,  and  gratifying  progress  has  been  made. 
The  work  in  the  fall  was  somewhat  handicapped  by  lack  of 
material,  but  later  some  charts  were  furnished  by  the  com- 
mittee. I  am  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  thanking  those 
who  so  kindly  assisted  me  at  that  time. 

Suitable  music  readers  for  two  of  the  schools  are  still 
much  needed  and  I  hope  they  may  soon  be  supplied.  The 
pupils  in  some  of  the  schools  have  been  so  much  interested 
that  they  have  borne,  to  a  large  extent,  the  expense  of 
music  in  their  rooms  where  there  was  great  need  of  suitable 
material.  The  results  have  shown  that  they  deserve  to 
have  their  efforts  acknowledged. 
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A  glee  club  of  nearly  twenty  members  has  been  formed 
in  the  High  school  and  the  members  meet  for  practice  every 
Monday  after  school  hours.  This  is  a  pleasant  and  helpful 
feature  and  gives  us  encouragement  regarding  the  future 
prosperity  of  music  in  this  town. 

Finally  and  chiefly,  we  aim  to  secure  tuneful  singing  by 
our  pupils  and  try  to  make  up  in  quality  what  may  be  lack- 
ing in  quantity  in  these  our  early  attempts  in  the  art  of 
music.

Attendance. 

Teachers  are  now  required  to  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  the  time  lost  by  each  pupil  by  reason  of  being  tardy  at 
the  beginning  of  any  session,  or  being  excused  before  the 
close.  With  the  exception  of  the  first  part  of  the  fall  term 
in  the  grammar  school,  this  record  is  complete  for  the  year, 
and  there  was  a  loss  of  three  hundred  and  eighty  hours,  or 
seventy-six  days  of  five  hours  each.  The  whole  number  of 
days  lost  by  absence  during  the  year  in  all  the  schools  is 
2510.  Add  to  this  number  the  76  days  lost  by  reason  of 
tardiness  and  dismissal  and  we  have  2586  days  of  lost 
time,  or  more  than  one  twentieth  of  the  school  year.  In 
some  cases  this  absence  was  owing  to  sickness  or  to  the 
condition  of  the  roads,  but  it  was  largely  due  to  other 
causes.  This  irregularity  of  attendance  is  a  serious  injury 
to  the  work  of  the  whole  school  and  calls  for  a  remedy. 
Nothing  less  than  sickness  or  some  emergency  should  be 
allowed  to  detain  a  child  from  school.  The  positive  re- 
quirement, thoroughly  enforced,  that  a  boy  or  girl  shall 
attend  school  every  session  of  the  term  at  the  appointed 
time  and  be  ready  promptly  for  each  exercise  assigned,  is 
the  best  of  discipline.  The  cost  of  schools  in  this  town  is 
something  over  ten  cents  a  day  for  each  pupil,  and  for 
these  2586  days  of  absence  there  is  an  expense  of  ^258.60, 
for  which  no  value  is  received  by  any  one. 
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This  matter  is  largely  in  the  power  of  the  parents,  and 
their  earnest  co-operation  in  all  efforts  made  for  securing 
better  attendance  is  requested. 

Home  and  School. 

Education  at  its  best  must  have  a  moral  basis,  but  the 
chief  responsibility  for  the  moral  training  of  the  young 
does  not  rest  upon  the  school.  The  home,  the  church  and 
civil  society  are  partners  with  the  school  in  this  work. 
The  home  is  first.  In  it  are  the  beginnings  of  character 
formation,  which  in  a  large  measure  foreshadow  the  future 
of  the  child. 

The  value  of  a  child's  school  days  is  frequently  deter- 
mined by  influences  wholly  outside  the  school.  School 
life  is  largely  what  the  home  life  is  in  respect  to  habits  and 
behavior.  If  the  pupil  is  studious  and  faithful  in  school, 
we  know  that  he  has  been  trained  in  these  duties  at  home. 
If  he  is  disorderly  or  disobedient,  we  at  once  ask  about  the 
condu6l  of  this  child  in  the  family  life.  The  public  school 
does  have  and  always  has  had  a  moral  power,  but  it  cannot 
do  the  work  of  the  home  or  the  church.  The  evening  life 
of  pupils  on  the  streets  of  a  village  will  often  neutralize 
the  power  of  the  best  teacher.  The  reading  of  books  and 
papers  of  a  questionable  character  has  often  made  of  no 
effect  the  best  efforts  of  church  and  school  and  Sunday 
school.  These  influences  which  often  touch  the  life 'of  the 
child  are  not  to  any  great  extent  in  control  of  the  school 
— they  are  in  the  control  of  the  homes  and  the  community. 

The  school  has  its  part  and  must  do  its  work,  and  there 
must  be  a  sympathetic  and  harmonious  union  of  the  efforts 
of  all  who  have  at  heart  the  welfare  of  the  children,  if  we 
secure  for  them  that  education  of  mind  and  heart  which  is 
theirs  by  right  of  heritage. 
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Cost  of  Supervision. 

The  joint  committee  of  the  district  directed  that  three- 
fifths  of  the  time  of  the  superintendent  should  be  given  to 
Townsend  and  two-fifths  to  Ashby.  By  this  apportion- 
ment this  town  will  pay  three-fifths  of  the  salary,  or  ^900, 
and  will  receive  back  from  the  state  $750,  leaving  the  cost 
of  supervision  at  1^^150  for  Townsend. 

The  cordial  support  of  your  committee  and  the  faithful- 
ness and  cheerful  co-operation  of  the  teachers  have  been 
fully  appreciated  and  are  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged.

SCHOOL  FINANCES. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE   SECRETARY  FOR 
YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  i,  1898. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Winter  term  closed  this  year 
with  the  financial  year  of  the  town.  Last  year  the  term  in 
the  graded  schools  extended  to  March  19,  and  that  of  the 
High  school  to  April  2,  and  the  salaries  of  teachers  for  the 
entire  term  were  included  in  last  year's  report.  This  wise 
change  makes  possible  a  better  financial  showing  this  year, 
but  somewhat  at  the  expense  of  next  year's  operations. 
The  teachers'  payroll  now  aggregates  $447  per  month,  or 
nearly  ^4,500  per  year.  The  town  has,  heretofore,  appro- 
priated ^3,500  to  meet  this  annual  expenditure,  while  the 
outlay  has  actually  exceeded  that  amount  by  several  hun- 
dred dollars. 

This  excess  has  been  covered  by  applying  funds  received 
from  the  Commonwealth,  from  town  appropriations  for  the 
superintendent's  salary,  and  from  balances  saved  from 
various  other  sources.  This  application  accounts  for  the 
fact  that  the  cornmittee  has  been  unable  to  refund  to  the 
town  the  excess  of  appropriations  for  the  superintendents' 
salary.  In  other  words,  the  appropriations  for  the  superin- 
tendents have  been  used  to  cover  deficiencies  in  the  appro- 
priations for  teachers'  salaries.  The  result,  of  course,  is 
the  same,  and  if  well  understood  by  the  taxpayers  is  satis- 
factory to  their  servants,  the  committee.  Still,  it  would  be 
more  businesslike  and  less  complicated,  to  make  the  appro- 
priations for  teachers'  salaries  fit  the  payroll. 

Expenses  for  unavoidable  repairs  this  year  have  been  un- 
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usually  heavy.  To  preserve  the  buildings  it  became  neces- 
sary to  entirely  re-roof  the  Harbor  building,  which  cost 
$71  89,  and  to  renew  one  half  of  the  roof  on  the  North 
End  building,  costing  ^51.57.  The  grading  of  the  West 
Townsend  school  yard,  painting  of  the  fence  there,  with 
other  incidental  repairs  and  improvements,  has  necessitated 
quite  an  outlay,  and  so  has  several  long-needed  improve- 
ments in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings  at  the 
central  village.  The  gutters  of  the  Center  building  were 
found  last  Fall  to  be  in  a  decaying  condition,  and  tempo- 
rarily patched  up.  Permanent  repairs  will  have  to  be  made 
there  this  Spring,  which  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of 
^100.  But,  aside  from  this,  no  other  similar  outlay  for 
1898-9  is  in  sight.  With  this  single  exception  all  the  nine 
school  buildings  of  the  town  are  in  good  condition.

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To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen— I  have  the  honor  of  siibmittincr  the  follow- 
ing report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the  year 
ending  March  ist,  1898. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  very  satisfactory 
during  the  past  year,  and  it  can  be  safely  said  that  at  no 
time  have  the  men  been  better  prepared  for  work,  or  t he- 
apparatus  in  better  condition  for  hard  work  than  at  tlic 
present  time. 

The  Steamer  Company,  under  the  efficient  leadership  ut 
Mr.  H.  E.  Buckley,  has  performed  splendid  work,  and  on 
two  different  occasions  were  called  upon  to  labor  inces- 
santly for  over  six  hours  without  any  rest,  and  when  dis- 
missed from  service,  when  the  command  "all  out "  was 
given,  were  required  to  care  for  over  1500  feet  of  hose 
before  the  company  was  dismissed.  On  both  of  these  in- 
stances the  men  were  on  duty  over  eight  hours,  and  on  the 
occasion  of  the  cabinet  shop  fire,  the  mercury  stood  below 
zero,  which  made  it  very  difficult  to  handle  the  hose  ;  but 
the  work  was  performed  in  the  same  cheerful  manner 
which  has  characterized  all  of  the  work  of  the  company 
during  the  year.  Four  times  has  the  Steamer  Company 
been  called  out  during  the  year  and  on  each  occasion  their 
work  has  been  performed  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
board  of  engineers. 

The  company  at  West  Townsend  has  not  been  called 
upon  during  the  year.  Only  one  alarm  was  given  in  that 
village,  and  as  the  fire  was  extinguished  before  the  machine 
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arrived  the  services  of  the  company  were  not  required. 
Although  but  seldom  called  to  respond  to  alarms  for  fires, 
Eclipse  Engine  Company  can  always  be  relied  upon  to  per- 
form good  work  when  their  services  are  required.  The 
town  has  every  reason  to  feel  well  pleased  with  the 
efficiency  of  the  two  companies. 

REPAIRS  ON  STEAMER. 

Early  in  June  the  boiler  on  the  steamer  was  found  to  be 
in  bad  condition  and  an  expert  boiler  maker,  from  the 
Manchester  Locomotive  Works,  was  engaged  to  examine 
the  boiler  and  repair  it,  if  possible.  His  examination  dis- 
closed the  fact  that  the  tubes  were  worn  so  thin  from  the 
process  of  "rolling"  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  repair 
the  boiler  and  have  it  safe.  In  fact,  when  put  to  a  test  of 
lOO  lbs  cold  water  pressure,  the  boiler  leaked  in  nearly 
every  seam  and  around  nearly  every  tube.  A  special  town 
meeting  was  called  and  a  committee  was  chosen  to  have  a 
new  boiler  put  on  the  engine,  and  the  sum  of  1^625  was 
appropriated  for  the  work.  The  contract  for  the  boiler 
was  placed  with  La  France  Fire  Engine  Company,  of 
Elmira,  N,  Y.,  and  the  work  of  setting  the  boiler  was 
allotted  to  the  Spaulding  Brothers  Company,  of  Townsend 
Harbor,  the  work  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Frank  A.  Greenleaf.  The  work  was  completed  at  a  cost 
of  ^809.12,  and  the  engine  is  now  in  first-class  condition. 
At  the  cabinet  shop  fire,  on  the  22nd  of  last  December, 
the  engine  showed  by  its  fine  work  that  no  mistake  had 
been  made  in  putting  on  a  La  France  boiler,  for  in  the  six 
hours  hard  run,  with  three  lines  of  hose,  the  water  pressure 
was  kept  at  1 10  lbs  ,  and  the  harder  she  worked  the  easier 
she  seemed  to  steam.  This  is  a  remarkably  high  water 
pressure  for  so  small  an  engine  with  three  streams  playing 
at  once.  Although  this  was  the  first  hard  run  since  the 
engine  was  replaced  in  commission,  it  worked  perfectly  and 
it  was  not  necessary  to  make  a  single  stop  on  account  of 
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trouble  with  the  engine.  This  speaks  voh.mes  in  praise 
of  the  fine  work  done  by  Mr.  Greenleaf  and  his  associates 
m  rebmldmg  the  engine,  and  of  the  fine  steaming  qualities 

ot  La  France  boiler. 

REPAIRS  ON  ECLIPSE  ENGINE. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  make  some  repairs 
on  the  engine  at  West  Townsend.  Two  new  handle  bars 
being  the  principle  expense,  also  leathering  the  plun-ers 
and  straps  for  suction  hose.  This  engine  is  now  in  very 
good  condition. 

NEW  HOSE  CART. 

During  the  year  a  new  hose  cart  was  purchased  for  use 
of  the  Steamer  Company.  This  supplies  a  long  felt  want 
for  some  light  carriage  to  carry  the  old  hose,  which  is 
valuable  for  emergencies,  when  it  is  necessary  to  have  more 
hose  than  can  be  carried  on  the  large  hose  carriage  It 
was  used  for  the  first  time  October  8th,  when  the  Fessen- 
den  and  Rockwood  mill  was  burned,  and  was  of  great 
assistance  in  getting  the  Hne  of  hose  laid,  as  well  as  ex 
tending  the  line  as  occasion  required. 

HOSE. 

Five  hundred  feet  of  new  hose  was  purchased  for  the 
Steamer  Company.  This  hose  was  purchased  of  the  Cor- 
nelius Callahan  Company;  is  guaranteed  for  a  period  of 
five  years  and  to  stand  a  water  pressure  of  400  lbs.  This 
hose  was  put  to  an  actual  test  of  over  300  lbs.,  when  the 
steamer  was  tested  after  the  new  boiler  was  set,  and  it 
stood  up  to  its  work  in  splendid  shape.  It  is  certainly  the 
best  hose  that  we  now  have  in  the  department,  and  in  all 
our  dealings  with  this  firm  they  have  fulfilled  all  of  their 
agreements  to  our  entire  satisfaction.  The  department 
is  well  supplied  with  hose  and  no  appropriation  will  be 
needed  for  hose  the  coming  year. 
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The  suction  hose  is  getting  pretty  well  worn  and  some 
of  it  will  have  to  be  replaced  before  long,  but  we  are  in 
hopes  to  make  it  go  through  the  coming  year. 

RECORD  BOOK. 

A  "Rollins  Fire  Record  Book^'has  been  purchased  for 
the  use  of  the  department,  and  it  supplies  a  long  felt  want. 
That  the  citizens  of  the  town  may  see  how  complete  is  the 
system  of  recording  all  fires  and  alarms  by  this  record 
book,  we  submit  the  following  headings  taken  from  the 
book:  Day  and  date  of  fire,  box,  time  alarm  was  given, 
time  of  dismissal,  street  and  number,  description  of  build- 
ing, owner,  occupant,  purpose  for  which  used,  floor  on 
which  fire  originated,  floor  to  which  fire  extended,  cause, 
value  of  building,  loss  on  building,  insurance  on  building, 
insurance  paid  on  building,  value  of  contents,  loss  on  con- 
tents, insurance  on  contents,  insurance  paid  on  contents, 
total  loss,  total  insurance  paid,  apparatus  present,  officer 
in  command,  chiefs  assistants  present,  feet  of  hose  used, 
gallons  of  chemical  used,  feet  of  ladders  used,  miles  ap- 
paratus travelled,  hours  of  service,  remarks.  By  the  use 
of  this  book  a  perfect  record  is  now  kept  of  all  fires  and 
will  greatly  facilitate  the  furnishing  of  information  on  any 
fire  that  may  hereafter  occur  in  town,  as  well  as  being  a 
perfect  history  of  all  fires  and  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment from  the  moment  the  alarm  is  rung  till  the  *'all  out" 
is  given. 

firemen's  field  day. 

Undoubtedly  the  greatest  day  in  the  history  of  the  de- 
partment was  October  14th,  1897,  when  the  Field  Day 
exercises  were  held  under  the  direction  of  the  entire  de- 
partment. Cash  prizes  to  the  amount  of  $85  were  offered 
as  prizes  to  be  contested  for,  divided  as  follows  :  For  Hand 
Tubs,  ^40  for  first  and  $2^  for  second.  For  Steamers,  one 
prize  of  $20  was  offered.     This  prize  money  had  been 
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raised  by  popular  subscription  among  the  citizens,  and 
although  not  large,  was  sufficient  to  excite  considerable 
friendly  rivalry  among  the  different  companies.  The 
parade,  which  was  first  on  the  program,  was  formed  at  the 
engine  house,  West  Townsend,  extending  westward,  and 
was  made  up  as  follows :

The  line  of  march  lay  along  Main  street  through  West 
Townsend  to  Townsend,  a  distance  of  two  miles,  through 
Elm,  Depot,  Main,  Bow,  Brookline,  School  to  Main  .street, 
and  the  public  square,  where  the  procession  was  reviewed 
by  the  board  of  engineers,  ranged  across  Kim  street. 
Without  breaking  line  the  engines  were  left  under  guard 
on  the  east  aad  north  sides  of  the  square,  while  the  hun- 
gry firemen  continued  the  march  to  Memorial  hall.  In 
the  line  was  Charles  C.  Boyden,  eighty-two  years  old,  one 
of  the  Leominster  veterans,  who  kept  step  with  the 
youngest  of  his  comrades. 
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Over  500  firemen  and  invited  guests,  besides  the  three 
bands,  were  supplied  with  a  free  dinner  in  Memorial  hall, 
both  halls  being  used  in  order  that  all  might  eat  at  the 
first  table.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  dinner  cigars  were 
passed. 

We  take  the  following  from  the  Tocsin  of  October  23rd, 
1897,  which  was  written  by  Engineer  E.  C.  Tuttle  : 

"  A  spirited  but  good-natured  rivalry  between  several  of 
the  visiting  companies'  existed,  particularly  between  the 
two  Pepperell  companies  and  between  the  Groton  and 
West  Groton  companies,  which  made  the  contest  all  the 
more  interesting  to  onlookers. 

''The  judges  were  :  At  the  paper,  Second  Assistant 
Engineer  R.  C.  Eaton,  of  Fitchburg  fire  department,  and 
Engineer  C.  E.  Streeter,  of  Townsend  fire  department. 
At  the  nozzle,  C.  V.  Herrig,  chief  of  Pepperell  fire  de- 
partment, and  F.  L.  Willoby,  of  Brookline,  N.  H.  At  the 
engines,  F.  A.  Sherwin,  chief  of  Groton  fire  department, 
and  J.  A.  Dickerman,  of  Ashburnham.  Timekeeper,  Chief 
Charles  Garland,  of  Leominster. 

"  Following  is  the  summary  of  the  hand  engine  com- 
panies, in  the  order  of  winnings  :

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"By  reason  of  the  wind,  some  of  these  companies  threw 
water  several  feet  farther  than  the  summary  shows,  but  as 
the  water  did  not  strike  the  paper,  credit  could  not  be 
given.  This  was  notably  the  case  with  the  W x-st  Towns- 
end  boys,  who  actually  threw  the  water  about  eighteen  feet 
farther  than  the  record  shows,  and  broke  one  of  their 
brakes  doing  it;  this  was  the  only  accident  to  machinery 
durmg  the  day.  Not  a  single  piece  of  hose  burst,  because 
It  was  Callahan  &  Co.'s  best. 

"  It  was  near  twilight  when  the  hand  engines  retired 
making  way  for  the  steamers,  but  a  good  proportion  of  thJ 
crowd  remained,  and  were  amply  repaid. 

"Rollstone  company  No.  2,  Fitchburg,  with  T.  W.  Cole- 
man in  charge,  appeared  first,  the  steamer  dashing  down 
Main  street  and  into  position  in  fine  style.  Steam  was  up 
and  water  flying  in  nine  minutes  and  fifty  seconds.  The 
twenty  men  came  up  to  their  work  without  blu.ster  or  ex- 
citement, holding  steadily  to  it  like  veterans,  from  start  to 

'  finish.    They  threw  water  232  ft.  11^  in. 

•'The  Townsend  steamer  has  just  received  a  new  La 

•  France  boiler,  and  much  was  expected  of  her.  Frank  A. 
Greenleaf,  who  had  set  the  boiler,  engineered  her  and  .\. 

.  T.  Baker,  of  the  Harbor,  manipulated  the  fuel.  With 
Steve  Farrar  on  the  seat  and  a  span  of  Fessenden's  grays 
in  front,  the  engine  made  the  run  of  250  yards,  from  the 
bank  to  the  tank,  in  exactly  thirty  seconds.  Water  was 
flying  in  five  minutes  and  twenty-seven  seconds  after  the 
match  was  applied.  Foreman  H.  E.  Buckley  and  the  other 
thirteen  men  of  the  company  were  at  their  places,  and  evi- 
dently understand  their  business.  The  gallant  little  engine 
acted  like  a  thing  alive,  eager  for  victory,  and  everybody 
was  proud  of  her.  She  threw  water  235  ft.  3!  in ,  winning 
the  prize  handsomely.  She  also  gave  a  fine  exhibition  of 
fireworks. 

''In  the  meantime  the  victorious  Warren's  were  having 
a  jolly  but  perfectly  orderlv  time.    With  Foreman  Robbins 
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mounted  on  their  shoulders  and  each  carrying  a  new 
broom,  the  company  and  its  friends  paraded  about  the 
streets,  and  had  their  picture  taken.  The  Townsend 
broom  company  had  made  and  ornamented  with  flame- 
colored  ribbons  a  handsome  broom  for  each  of  the  victor- 
ious companies,  which  were  presented  informally,  as 
decisions  were  rendered. 

"In  the  evening  a  concert  and  entertainment  was  given 
in  Memorial  hall,  which  was  completely  filled,  up  stairs 
and  down.  The  Townsend  band,  assisted  by  Miss  and  Mr. 
Flagg,  as  singers.  Miss  Lelia  Savage  as  reader,  and  the 
Misses  Flora  and  Grace  Barnes  in  banjo  duets,  occupied 
the  program,  happily  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  their  large 
and  appreciative  audience.  A  social  hour  followed  the 
concert,  closing  one  of  the  eventful  days  in  the  history  of 
the  old  town.  No  accidents  had  happened  worthy  of 
mention.  The  crowd  was  orderly  throughout,  and  Towns- 
end's  reputation  for  doing  nothing  by  halves  was  main- 
tained. 

"  Monday  evening  the  committee  of  arrangements  met 
in  Firemen's  hall  to  prepare  a  balance  sheet.  It  was 
found  that  the  receipts  from  all  sources  footed  up  $373.2^, 
and  the  total  expenditures  $262.32,  leaving  a  balance  in 
the  treasury  of  $110.93.  This  amount  will  be  equally 
divided  between  the  two  companies.  The  total  receipts 
from  the  concert  were  $110.90,  and  the  net  profit  $80.23. 
This  result  could  only  come  where  every  man  and  woman 
worked  for  nothing  and  contributed  liberally  besides. 

"  A  hearty  and  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered 
to  the  citizens,  the  ladies,  the  Grbton,  Townsend  and  West 
Townsend  bands,  and  everybody  else  who  contributed  to 
make  the  occasion  a  monumental  success.  The  bands 
played  practically  without  compensation.  In  this  relation 
it  should  be  recorded  that  the  individual  members  of  the 
two  home  companies  worked  together  admirably  and  in- 
defatigably,  some  of  them,  particularly  Chief  Engineer 
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Flarity  Foreman  Buckley.  Samuel  Gillis  and  others  de- 
votmg  from  ten  days  to  three  weeks  of  time  to  preparations. 

Ihe  Tocsin  moves  a  public  vote  of  thanks  to  the  fire  de 
partment  of  Townsend. 

/'Among  the  invited  guests  present  were  Kx-chicf  Fn- 
gmeer  A.  D.  Fessenden,  (the  only  one  now  livin- )  V  \\ 
Hooley,  of  Ayer;  John  Molloy,  of  Callahan  &  Co.rHoston- 
School  Supermtendent  Justus  Dartt,  of  Townsend ;  Jame.s 
Hildreth,  of  Lunenburg;  L.  E.  Williams,  of  West  Groton  • 
the  judges,  and  the  Nashua  veterans.  F.  H.  Pope,  of  the' 
Boston  Globe,  and  Harry  Bell,  of  the  Fitchbunr  Mail,  were 
also  among  the  guests.  It  was  a  day  not  soon  to  be  for- 
gotten in  Townsend." 

At  the  request  of  many  citizens  and  firemen  we  have 
quoted  so  extensively  from  the  Tocsin,  in  order  that  it 
might  be  printed  in  this  report,  to  be  preserved  in  the  rec- 
ords of  the  town.  Much  credit  is  due  Engineer  E.  C. 
Tuttle  for  this  admirable  report  of  the  exercises  from 
which  we  have  quoted. 

REMARKS. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  town  will  make  an  api)n)i)ria- 
tion  for  painting  the  steamer,  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 
Thirty  dollars  will  paint  it  and  set  the  tires,  and  then  it 
will  be  in  condition  to  do  good  service  for  a  long  time. 

Some  work  was  done  on  the  cisterns  north  of  the  Com- 
mon, and  it  is  believed  they  are  tight  and  will  be  of  gooil 
service  to  the  department  in  case  of  fire  in  that  locality. 

We  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  wise  thing 
to  connect  these  cisterns  with  the  pipe  in  the  cemetery,  so 
that  they  can  be  filled  without  being  compelled  to  depend 
on  the  steamer  to  do  this  work. 

The  department  has  been  placed  under  heavy  expense 
during  the  past  year,  but  is  now  in  a  position  to  do  good 
work  for  some  time  without  any  but  ordinary  expense. 
There  is  between  13  and  14  tons  of  cannel  coal  now  in  the 
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engine  house,  which  will  last  the  department  several  years. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  department  for  the  year 
are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  selectmen. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  fires  in  town  for  the  year 
ending  March  i,  1898  : 

April  24.  The  horse  sheds  at  the  trotting  park.  No 
alarm. 

May  8.  Cabinet  shop,  Brookline  street.  Fire  caught 
on  the  roof  from  sparks  from  the  chimney,  but  was  ex- 
tinguished without  any  damage.  The  steamer  responded 
to  the  alarm. 

July  24.  U.  S.  Adams'  dry  house,  on  the  hill,  near 
Fitchburg  road.  Fire  caught  from  over-heated  furnace, 
but  was  extinguished  by  a  stream  thrown  from  Mr.  Adams' 
pump  and  two  from  the  steamer.  Total  damage,  $100. 
No  insurance. 

September  28.  A  still  alarm  was  given  for  a  chimney 
fire  at  South  row,  in  the  house  belonging  to  W.  H.  Riley. 
This  fire  had  been  burning  all  day  when  the  alarm  was 
given  at  3  p.  m.  The  chief  aad  first  assistant,  L.  Morgan, 
of  the  Harbor,  with  two  men  from  the  steamer  company, 
went  over  and  extinguished  the  fire  with  five  gallons  of 
chemicals  and  the  Memorial  Hall  extinguishers.  As  the 
chimney  was  an  old  one  and  careless,  a  second  trip  was 
made  the  same  day,  to  see  that  everything  was  safe  before 
leaving  it  for  the  night. 

October  6.  A  fire  started  in  the  "Emery  lot"  in  South 
row,  owned  by  A.  D.  Fessenden,  and  caused  a  damage  of 

October  8.  At  9:10  p.  m.  an  alarm  was  given  for  a  fire 
in  B.  &  A.  D.  Fessenden's  saw  mill  in  the  Warner  pasture. 
The  building  was  wood,  and,  w  th  the  contents,  was  entirely 
destroyed.  Cause  of  fire  unknown.  Loss,  ^5000.  Par- 
tially insured. 

October  17.  A  fire  started  on  the  roof  of  the  dwelling 
house  owned  by  R.  S.  Cook,  on  the  Mason  road.  West 
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Townsend,  but  was  extinguished  before  much  damage  was 
done.  The  fire  started  from  a  spark  from  the  chrmncy. 
Damage,  ^25. 

October  23.  A  brush  fire  started  on  the  land  of  O.  T. 
Manning,  but  was  put  out  before  much  damage  was  done. 

October  30.  A  brush  fire  started  in  wood  land  north 
of  the  Harbor,  owned  by  A  D.  Fessenden  and  11  11.  Laws, 
and  burned  over  about  eight  acres.    Damage  unknown. 

On  December  22  occurred  the  most  disastrous  fire  that 
has  visited  the  town  for  several  years,  when  the  cabinet 
shop  owned  by  the  Townsend  Furniture  Co.,  was  com- 
pletely destroyed  with  all  the  machinery  and  a  large 
amount  of  stock.  The  alarm  was  given  at  2.15  a.  m.,  and 
it  was  8.30  a.  m.  before  the  department  was  called  in. 
Cause  of  fire  unknown.    Loss,  $17,800.    No  insurance. 

Eri  Adams'  cooper  shop  was  damaged  to  the  extent  of 
$75  at  this  fire.    No  insurance.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS, 
MIDDLESEX,  SS. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of 

Townsend,  in  said  County. 
greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, you  are  required  to  notify  and 
warn  the  freeholders  and  other  inhabitants  of 
said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in 
Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Hall, 
in  Townsend,  on  MONDAY,  APRIL  4,  at 
ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  A.  D.,  1898,  to  give  -in  their 
ballots  for  a  Town  Clerk,  three  Selectmen, 
three  Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 
Treasurer,  three  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  serve  for  three  years,  three  Auditors, 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  three 
Constables,  Tax  Collector,  two  Sextons,  one 
Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years 
and  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three 
years ;  also  to  vote  "  Yes "  or  No  "  on  the 
question,  Shall  a  license  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  ?" 

The  polls  will  be  open  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M. 
and  may  be  closed  at  tw^o  o'clock  P.  M. 

y\lso  to  act  upon  the  following  articles  : 


TOWN  WARRANT. 
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Article  i.    To  choose  a  Moderator. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers 
not  before  mentioned  and  not  required  bv  law  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot. 

Art.  3.  To  decide  if  the  money  refunded  to  the 
town  on  account  of  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for 
the  public  library  or  for  schools. 

Art.  4.  To  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes 
for  the  current  year  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  year,  or  take  any 
action  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  5.  To  direct  the  Tax  Collector  to  char<re 
interest  upon  all  taxes  not  paid  at  a  specified  tinu*, 
or  act  in  any  way  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  6.  To  choose  a  committee  to  act  with  the 
Selectmen  in  the  suppression  of  the  illegal  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money,  say 
how  much  and  how  the  same  shall  be' expended,  for 
highways,  bridges  and  breaking  snow  paths,  support 
of  poor,  lighting  streets,  town  officers,  general  ex- 
penses, Memorial  Hall,  watering  trough  at  Harbor, 
Memorial  Hall  and  state  road  debt,  interest  on  Me- 
morial and  state  road  debt,  interest  on  money  bor- 
rowed in  anticipation  of  taxes,  insurance,  suppres.sion 
of  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  Memorial 
Day,  soldiers'  relief,  superintendent  of  schools, 
school  teachers'  salaries,  school  incidentals,  firemen 
of  fire  department,  teams  to  fires,  fire  department 
incidentals  and  printing  town  reports. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  to  be  expended  by  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners  in  laying  water  pipes  and  grading 
avenues  in  Townsend  Center  cemetery. 

Art.  9.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will 
raise  a  sum  of  money  to  'pay  the  Chief  Engineer,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  10.  By  request.  To  determine  if  the  town 
will  take  action  for  the  better  protection  of  the  wood- 
work from  the  heat  of  the  furnace  in  the  kitchen  of 
Memorial  Hall,  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  II.  To  accept  of  the  reports  of  the  town 
ofHcers  and  committees,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  12.  To  hear  reports  of  committees  on  elec- 
tric lights,  on  methods  of  keeping  town  accounts  and 
records,  on  inducements  to  manufacturers,  on  pur- 
chase of  hearse,  on  book-case,  and  others,  if  any,  and 
take  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  from 
Leander  W.  Cummings,  Emeline  C.  Spaulding  and 
Martha  C.  Gibbs,  the  sum  of  $100,  in  trust,  the  in- 
come therefrom  to  be  devoted  to  the  perpetual  care, 
improvement  and  embellishment  of  the  family  lot  in 
the  cemetery  at  Townsend  Center,  known  as  the 
Nathaniel  F.  Cummings  lot. 

Art.  14.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town 'will 
grant  permission  to  North  Star  Lodge  No.  144,  I. 
O.  O.  F.,  to  light  by  electricity  the  hall  and  banquet- 
room  leased  by  it  from  the  town,  or  act  otherwise  in 
relation  thereto. 
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Art.^  15.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will 
add  to  its  code  of  by-laws  certain  sections  prohibit- 
ing the  presence  of  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  on  the  streets,  or  other  public  property  of  the 
town,  after  9  P.  M.,  from  April  i  to  September  30, 
and  after  8  P.  M,  from  October  i  to  March  31,  each 
year,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  submitted  for 
consideration  at  the  meeting  called  by  this  warrant, 
and  make  necessary  provision  for  enforcing  such 
prohibition,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

Art.  16.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  re- 
pair the  culvert  on  the  old  turnpike  road  near  the 
Walker  Pond,  or  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

A  RT.  17.  To  determine  if  the  town  will  choose 
three  Highway  Surveyors,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant, 
by  posting  attested  copies  thereof,  at  the  -l^own 
Hall,  the  Brick  Meeting-house  in  West  Town- 
send,  and  the  Meeting-house  in  the  Harbor, 
in  said  Townsend,  seven  days  at  least,  before 
the  time  of  holding  said  meeting.  Hereof 
fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  your  doings 
thereon,  to  the  Selectmen,  or  Town  Clerk,  on 
or  before  the  time  appointed  for  said  Meeting.
